Abbreviation for the International 
Organization for Standardization. ISO 
standards specify the sensitivity for digital 
cameras and film, thus codes such as "ISO 
100" are used to represent sensitivity. 

In the ISO setting, although smaller values 
result in less sensitivity, sharp images can 
be taken under fully lit conditions. Larger 
values result in higher sensitivity, and 
images can be taken at fast shutter speeds 
even under low light conditions. However, 
high sensitivity introduces noise into the 
resulting picture, which may give it a grainy 
appearance.

Panorama shooting lets you create a panoramic picture, using the OLYMPUS Master 2 
software on the provided CD-ROM. 

'*/ The focus, exposure (p. 14), zoom position (p. 19), and [WB] (p. 25) are locked at the first frame. 

(7) The flash (p. 19) is fixed to © (FLASH OFF) mode. 

© Use W? /5\ p^ to select the direction that the frames are combined. 

(2) Press the shutter button to take the first frame, and then compose the second shot. 

• The part of the previous picture where it will be joined to the next picture does not remain in the frame. You 
have to remember what the part in the frame looked like and take the next picture so it overlaps. 




© Repeat Step © until the number of desired frames is taken, and then press the H button 
when finished.
